In an address before the Federation of Women's Clubs. 
Mayor Hurrison of Cnicago took extreme ground in favor of 
ihe one-man power in municipalities.

Be careful not to get it in 
the eyes, as it will inflame them. Rub the 
vaseline into the little face gentiy and 
remove all that is not absorbed by the 
ekin with a piece of soft linen. In the 
morning when you give the baby its bath 
wash the face with soap.and water. 
Blackheads ere an accumulation of dust 
and oils which have become clogged in 
the glands. They are most unusual upon 
euch a voung child. The vaseline will 
soften the hardened secretion and the soap 
and water will finally dislodge the black- 
heads. 


RARY'S BATH AND BOTTLE. 

T have a little baby boy three montis old, and I 
him ou condensed milk and barley water, 
and I also add ten drops of the best brandy to 
each bottle of lime water. My littie one doesn't 
seem to get fat at all, and the food must agree 
with him, as he never throws off any of his 
fowl. During all the warm weather he was well, 
but I can't understand why he remains eo thin 
Both myself and my husband are thin, but all 
the babies I see seem to be plump. Also please 
atate whether it is right to bathe baby every day 
in winter as I did in the summer, and if it harms 
the baby to let him take his bottle lying on his 
side in bis bed. MRS. E. 

It is possibly constitutional with your 
baby to be lean, but it is hardly IlkKely. 
With one or two exceptions I have not 
found condensed milk successful for baby 
food. do not like the idea of giving an 
‘nfant brandy, and I[ do not think any 
child requires brandy at all, except pos- 
sibly in cases of collapse or extreme lil- 
ness, 

The best diet for a baby from three to 
six months old I think Is as follows: Top 
milk, e ght ounces; barley water, sixteen 
ounces; milk sugar, six heaping teaspoon- 
fuls, or cane sugar, four heaping teaspoon- 
fuls. From & to 32 ounces a day should 
be sufficient for your baby, and it would 
be better off if fed at present every two 
and a half hours. 

Don't use condensed milk for baby unless 
it ia a brand entirely free from sugar. 

Rabies shou'd be given a full bath every 
day in the year. [t will not hurt the 
baby to take his bottle lying on his side.
